The Battle of Tashihchao. 


‘The following graphie account of the great 
battle was written by the Daily Mai! special 
correspondent at New-chwang— 

The battle near Tashihchao, on July 24, began 
nt dawn, while it was still dark, and the fighting 
was of the most fierce and stubborn description. 
‘The Russian attack opened with fire from three 
central batteries, and compelled the Japanese to 
alter the line of their advance, which at first was 
due east of Tashihchao. One battery north of 
Tapingshan became the target of theconcentrated 
Russian fire while the new movement of the 
Japanese was being carried out, and it must 
have sustained severe damage. While this duel 
between numerous Russian batteries and one 
‘Japanese battery was proceeding, the Japanese 
retired to the hills, and to those looking on from 
a distance appeared to suffer arepulse. Puffs 
of white smoke and red flashes denoting burst- 
ing shells and shrapnel came from the Ragsiau 
guns th ceaseless succession. The JapaneseMire 
at the time was of a spasmodic nature, which 
ceased at noon when a fresh Russian battery 
east of Tashihchao disclosed itself and thundered 
across the intervening valley to the next hill. 
At two o'clock in the afternoon three rings of 
smoke that followed the crest of the mountain 


slightly north east of the Russian position indi- | 


cated that the Japanese were stationed at a new | 


point. These rings increased and spread out in 
vast half-circles. 


Unexpected Strategy. 

The ridges of the highest surrounaing hills 
soon showed a line, confused and broken, of Jap- 
nnese, Who began a descent to the next range. 
Surprised by this unexpected strategy, the 
Russians moved ten guns to the top of a long, 
low hill, the dark brown colour of which stood 
out with startling conspicuonsness from the 
green grass and the white and red rocks that 
filled out the landscape. 

A terrific cannonade ensued for twenty 
minutes, and it beeame impossible to follow the 
progress of the fight because of the thick clouds 
of smoke. Presently there came f breeze, and 
the curtain lifted, showing the Japanese line ten 
miles from 'l'apingshan on a precipitous height 
to the east dominating the whole country. ‘lhe 
Russian guns were still firing, and appeared to 
be making good practice. The noise was tre- 
mendous. There was one continual roll of 
thunder, punctured each moment by thuds that 
shook the earth. As the sun set there came 
about a dramatic development over one of tbe 
many ridges which abound in this mountainous 
conntny.

‘Then the Russians retired upon 
Tashihchao. In company with many other 
people I watched the fight from a tower on the 
outskirts of New-chwang. The atmosphere was 
clear, permitting us to see this splendid spec- 
tacle. We were able to follow every move of the 
battle, though naturally it was impossible to 
make out the course of the fighting in detail 
This morning (25th) my courier arrived with 
some interesting particulars which he had 
gathered while hidden among the reeds in the 
valley between Tapingshan and ‘Tashihchao. 


Japanese Temporarily Checked. 


The Japanese, in three divisions, came up from 
the east and the south. Heavy firing started at 


7.30 in the morning and reached its climax 


between eleven and twelve, when the Japanese 
were compelled to alter their line of advanec. 
Reinforcements for the Russians numbering 
5000 men arrived at this time from Hai-chen; 
with ten guns, and these temporarily stopped 
the Japanese division advancing from the 
south-east. It was not until the Japanese 
attacked along their whole front that the 
Russians retreated. The Japanese artillery was 
immeasurably superior, and their shrapnel was 
frightfully destructive. ‘The Russian gunvers 
went down in hundreds, but the guns were 
fought with magnificent bravery. ‘The battle 
was a perfect hell of smoke and flame, It is 
difficult to compute with accuracy the casualties, 
but they are estimated at many thousands. 
Two trains loaded with wounded left in the 
evening. ‘The division which suffered the most 
was that of General Kondatorovitch, which bore 
tho brunt of the battle. The Russian force pro- 
bably numbered 30,000, but was outgeneralled. 
and its artillery was inferior. The Japancse 
had twice as many guns. ‘The Russian shots 
passed over the heads of the Japanese. In spite 
of this they compelled the Japanese to make 
three distinct movements. There were two lites, 
one from the south-east, the other from the 
south-west. Finally the Japanese concentrated 
upon a position due east of "l'ashibchao, and the 
Russians retreated when the .Japanese fire from 
a single line extending ten miles at close range 
silenced the last efforts of the defending force 
A united torrent of shells followed the Russians 
in their retreat: from ‘Tashibehao. Russian 
officers stated.to me that they lost in the fighting 
on Saturday 700 killed and wounded, and the 
Japanese 1000. They speak in the highest 
terms of the bravery of their men. They say

Russian Statesman Assassinated.—M. de 
Piehve, the Minister of the Interior, was assassinated in 
St. Petersb: on Thursday morning last week, He was 
driving past the Warsaw Hotel on his way to the railway 
*tation, when à man standing in the doorway of the botel 
hurled a bomb underneath the Minister’s carriage. The 
band vxpidded with territic force, killing M. de Plehve nnd 
his eowchm^n, and injuring several onlookers. The 
Minister's injuries were appalling, both his legs being blown 
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off, as well as his left arm. According to an eye-witness, 
the assassin was just about to shoot himself with a 
revolver, when a c clist policeman struck up the man's arm 
and seized him. It was then found that the assassin him- 
self was terribly wounded in the stomach by flying splinters 
caused by the explosion. He was removed to tbe hospital 
»nd underwent an operation, but succumbed on Sunday to 
bis injuries. He resolutely refused to disclose his name or 
to give any particulars whatever of himself.

Trouble in a Flat.-— Sitting without a jury in the 
King's Bench Division, Mr. Justice Bruy heard the case in
